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Jerry Maeras admits 
me his guilt in Stix case

In the public eye virtually all of his 
life, Jerry Stephen Maeras remained in 
the center of the spotlight this week as 
he pleaded guilty to mail fraud, 
securities fraud and conspiracy to 
impede the Internal Revenue Service. 

He is emerging as potentially the star 
witness in trials related to the Stix & Co. 
stock brokerage collapse of November 
1981, when it was contended that 
clients’ accounts had been looted of tens 
of millions of dollars. Trials of several 
defendants are likely to be held in 1983. 

Maeras, 48, is the owner and operator 
of a gasoline service station, an in- 
surance agency and a real tate 
business in Madison, where his late 
father was mayor and political leader 
for three decades, the 1940s, ’50s and 
"60s. 

Jerry Maeras transferred the 
ownership of some of his properties to 
relatives shortly before the brokerage 
scandal became known publicly. But 
until this week he had _ steadfastly 
maintained his innocence, denying he 
had financed any of his holdings with 


profits from illegal Stix transactions. 

The central figure in the brokerage 
collapse, Thomas R. Brimberry, for- 
merly of Granite City, agreed a year 
ago to testify about the complicated 
case, in return for being prosecuted as 
the perpetrator of a single tax felony, 

Federal prosecutors now say they 
may go after Brimberry on other 
counts, if evidence from Maeras shows 
Brimberry is not telling all he knows, 

The latter’s arrangement with 
federal authorities requires him to be 
truthful and complete in his statements 
about the defunct securities firm. 

The extent to which Maeras 
cooperates with prosecutors also is 
expected to affect the severity of his 
own punishment, 

Six persons have been implicated in 
the Stix case, and five say they are 
innocent. 

James Massa of Collinsville would be 
subject to more than 100 years in prison 
if convicted. Maeras could face 15 years 
and a $22,000 fine on his guilty pleas. 

Maeras may be given a lighter 
sentence than that, and his Feb, 11 
sentencing date could be postponed to

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Weber renews demand | 
for Jim Barton's firing

Madison County'State’s Attorney Don 
W. Weber this week issued a new call 
for officials to fire James W. Barton as 
the county government's supervisor of 
assessments. 

Weber unsuccessfully urged Barton's 
dismissal in 1981 after it was disclosed 
that some township-set assessments 
were reduced for officials and other 
property owners. 

The new appeal for ousting him came 
12 days after grand jurors had indicted 
the assessment supervisor on two 
bribery allegations and one count of 
conspiracy to commit bribery. The 
three charges stem from a rezoning 
proposal in the spring of 1982 

Voicing anger over the way he 
believes Barton has conducted himself, 
Weber told the Press-Record yester- 
day, ‘‘Before he goes to trial, I think he 
should be ‘canned.’ '"”

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Innocent until proven guilty? 


Citing the considerable power vested in the 
assessment office held by James Barton, State's At- 
torney Don Weber is planning to put him on trial for 
bribery and also is pushing for him to be fired im- 
mediately. 

Weber has every right to prosecute the case if there 
is evidence, and grand jurors have concluded there is 
enough evidence to justify three indictments against 
Barton. We are content for the case to be heard and ad- 
judicated on its merits. 

Additional thoughts that came to our mind this week 
are that an individual is supposed to be considered in- 
nocent unless and until proven otherwise, and that the 
state’s attorney himself has considerable power. As 
Weber is saying in regard to Barton, power ought to be 
wielded in the right way. 

We broached the presumption of innocence point this 
week tothe prosecutor, who seemed a bit unhappy that 
the question was raised and then replied without direc- 
tly answering it. A detailed account of the conversation 
is in today’s news coverage. 


Weber seems utterly convinced that the defendant 
has committed illegal acts, even though the official 
record thus far only accuses Barton of misconduct 

It is understandable that a prosecutor might try to 
develop that kind of frame of mind as he prepares to 
address trial jurors, but we wonder if he should make 
assertions of guilt before the trial, and also before the 
indictments 

Illinois law gives state’s attorneys almost total 
protection for comments and actions related to their 
duties, so no one is likely to successfully challenge the 
prosecutor for “shooting from the lip.” 

Nevertheless, it seems essential that someone try to 
persuade Weber to weigh his words a bit more 
judiciously, lest the public begin to compare him with 
frontier-days prosecutors who sometimes favored 
“hanging the suspect and then giving him a fair trial.”’ 

(In this comment, we are not trying to advise the 
County Board how it should respond to the ouster 
proposal. ) 


Most get the news from. papers 


A common assumption, suppored by periodic 
surveys, is that most Americans get most of their news 
from television, an assumption often cited as one of the 
contributing factors in the demise of a number of 
major newspapers. But now. a University of Maryland 
Professor says it isn’t so. In fact, he says, newspapers 
still constitute the prime source of news for about two- 
thirds of Americans, roughly double the proportion of 
those for whom television is the prime source. 

Lawrence Lichty, a professor of communications, 
bases his conclusion on the work of a market research 
organization that interviewed more than 15,000 
Persons. It should come as no surprise that ‘we tend to 
approve of Lichty’s conclusion, with its implications of 
future employment for those of us whose stock in trade 
is the printed, as opposed to the spoken, word. 

If there is any validity to the market research study 
and Lichty’s interpretation of it, there also are broader 
implications. One is that many people, even those often 
referred to as the “TV generation,” still crave greater 
volumes of information which they can peruse at their 


leisure and on a more’ selective basis than as the 
captive audience of TV anchor persons. Another is that 
the electronic media, with all its’ wizardry, has 
inherent limitations that cannot be overcome merely 
by compressing ‘space, time and costs. One of these is 
that video display terminals, no matter how 
wonderous, lack the palpability of a newspaper that 
can be read anywhere, anytime, that can be cut up, 
cursed or cast aside, according to one’s whim, 

This principle of selectivity can be applied to any 
number of other things that the electronic age 
promises us can be done without ever leaving home — 
shopping, banking, taking college courses, even doing 
our jobs. There will be room for some combination of 
all of these, and they should make our lives simpler in a 
variety of ways 

But unless we are content to conduct our entire lives 
out ofelectronically equipped cells, there must always 
be room for those comfortable old things that prevent 
simplicity from becoming sterility.

f Tylenol tries for 


It wasn’t that long ago that cyanide-laced Extra- 
Strength Tylenol capsules claimed eight lives, seven in 
the Chicago area. For Johnson & Johnson, the 
manufacturer of Tylenol, it has been financially 
devastating. While the company has been completely 
absolved of any blame in the poisonings, it has suffered 
a multimillion-dollar loss. Where once Tylenol held 37 
Percent of the pain reliever market, it now holds a 
mere 7 percent, 

To its credit, Johnson & Johnson's forthright 
handling of the episode has been exemplary. Rather 
than try to wait out the emotional storm, Johnson & 
Johnson faced it squarely and has worked hard at 
calming fears. It withdrew and destroyed millions of 
dollars worth of the product imnmediately after the 
link between the deaths and Tylenol was established. 
This was followed by advertisements asking 


consumers to switch to a tablet form while tamper- 
resistant packaging was developed. Then, all 
advertising stopped. 

Johnson & Johnson has now embarked on a 
multimillion-dollar campaign to win back consumers 
with newspaper ads, coupons and other measures. The 
new capsules will be marketed in triple-seal, tamper- 
resistant packages. 

Only time will tell if Johnson & Johnson's efforts 
work. Given a recent survey which shows that 88 
percent of former users are willing to switch back to 
capsules if they are contained in tamper-resistant 
packages, the company is hopeful it can make a 
comeback 

Johnson & Johnson deserves credit for its efforts to 
calm consumer fears. It, too, was a victim of cyanide 
madness. 


How to cut state budget 


| With the state government 
nearly out of money,’ Gov. 
. James R. Thompson again 
‘ yesterday sought added 
power to reduce various 
budgets as he sees fit. 
School and hospital of- 
ficials. say he is targeting 
them unifairly and instead 
ought to make across-the- 
bpard reductions on all state 
spending. 
Along with ~ seeking 
“ authority to make deep 
» budget cuts, the governor 


asked ‘legislators to approve 
a liquor tax increase. He said 
the state has a $200 million 
budget imbalance. 

Asserting that if the 
General Assembly does not 
act in its ‘lame duck” veto 
session this week to ease the 
cash crisis, he will call a 
special legislative session 
for mid-December. He noted 
that the Illinois Constitution 
requires officials to not let 
the state spend more than it 
has. 


Thompson blamed the 
recession for a shortfall in 
expected tax receipts. He 
already has been granted 
extensive power to transfer 
funds between accounts, 

The Republican governor 
wants:to raise $50 million by 
boosting the liquor tax and 
by speeding up utility tax 
collections. He proposes to 
slash scheduled ex: 
penditures by $150 million, 
including $62 million in 
education funds and $54 


million in welfare money. 

Democrats will control 
both legislative chambers in 
1983-84 by big margins. Both 
parties in both houses will be 
led by Chicago area 
residents, it became clear 
this week. 

Michael Madigan, current 
Democratic leader and likely 
to be the House speaker, said 
Wednesday there is no way 
Thompson will be given 
open-ended _ budget-cutting 
power.

- Ceiling on 
disability 
benefits 


Legislation enacted in 1981 
provides for a “cap” on 
disability benefits, Social 
Security officials explained 
this week. 

A person's Social Security 
disability benefits. will be 
reduced, if necessary, #0 
that the total amount of all 
benefits payable under 
federal, state and local 
public programs on the basis 
of disability will not exceed 
80 percent of the individual’s 
average earnings before he 
or she became disabled. * 

The povision does not 
apply to receipt ‘pf a 
Veterans. Administration 
disability payment, a public 
employee pension based on 
Social Security-covered 
employment, a _ public 
benefit based on financial 
need, or a private pension or 
insurance benefit. 

The ‘‘cap” is intended to 
eliminate duplicate benefits 
which overcompensate some 
disabled workers, 
discouraging them from 
attempting to return to-work, 
and: which eréate. un- 
necessary. expenditurés. 

The ceiling. on disability 
benefits limits overlapping 
and duplication of public 
disability programs. 

A disabled person who is 
better off financially by not 
working may be discouraged 
from attempting to return to 
work, a. spokesman com- 
imented; although many 
people would 4 ler to be 
independent and gainfully 
employed regardless of their 
income, some undoubtedly 
find the inereased ‘income 
obtained from disability 

a disinebntive to 
return to work.

Venice plans to seek 
Enterprise Zone status

The first of a series of 
hearings on a 
Proposal to seek Enterprise 
Zone status for the entire 
City of Venice, as a means of 
economic revitalization, will 
take place at7 p.m. Tuesday, 
Dec. 14, in the city council 
chambers at Venice City 
Hall. 

The’ action was taken by 
the Venice ‘aldermen at 
Tuesday night's meeting, 
preparatory to submitting an 
application for certification 
as a Enterprise Zone to the 
Illinois Department of 


; commerce and Community 
» Affairs. 


Public hearings and 
community involvement in 


* the preliminary hearings 


and overall program are 
mandatory requirements, 
Mayor Tyrone Echols stated. 

The Enterprise Zone 
concept involves taking an 
area of distress and turning 
it into one that can support 
economic growth through a 
series of government and 
community actions on behalf 


; of the businessess, 


Legislation creating the 
Enterprise Zone Act, 
enacted earlier this year by 
the Illinois General 
Assembly, resulted from the 


governor's Enterprise Zone 
Task Force, formed in 
October 1981. 

The bill includes 
provisions for allowing tax 
incentives and state 
assistance in thé formation 
of capital needed for growth. 

It also permits local units 
of government to apply for 
regulatory relief and special 
program incentives, such as 
targeting the use of in- 
dustrial development bonds 
for enterprise zones. 

Measurable objectives 
projected by the city of 
Venice, if its proposed ap- 
plication is accepted, would 
include the location of two 
new businesses in the 
Enterprise Zone and the 
creation of 15 new jobs 
within the first year. 

Additionally, 
designated, the 
promises to: 

—Attract at least one 
business to the area, which 
will provide a community or 
consumer service not 
currently available the 
city.. 

—Establish 4nd maintain 
contact with the Illinois 
Department of Commerce 
and Community Affairs in 
seeking to contact and 
recruit at least five 
businesses interested in

Venice. 

—Encourage all 
businesses located in the 
community to seek active 
participation and 
representation in regular 
meetings of the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Com- 
merce, in order to upgrade 
the community's standing 
among the local business 
sector. . 

—And, explore’ methods 
and resources for upgrading 
housing and to investigate 
and utilize to maximum 
potential locally available 
vocational 
organizations with ongoing 
economic development” 
concerns and available in- 
centives for business 
retention, expansion and 
attraction 

Through the , Enterprise 
Zone concept, Mayor Echols 
proposed ‘‘making the whole 
city attractive, rather than 
just one section of it_as in 
larger cities. 

“As you know, President 
Reagan, although a 
Republican, is really 
pushing for this type of 
program and these people 
have the president's ear. 

“If we are designated an 
Enterprise Zone community, 
it means we can get help 
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programs, * 


from the Small Business 
Administration, Community 
Development funds and 
preferential interest rates 
Such programs put you in the 
line of fire and, to get 
assistance, we should do it,” 
the mayor contended. 

The Department of 
Commerce and Community 
Affairs is to designate up to 
six zones a year in Illinois, 
based on applications that 
are submitted beginning 
Jan. 1, 1983. The department 
must make its decision by 
July 1 of any year. 

There was no public 
hearing on the funding of a 
proposed community center 
for Venice senior citizens 
prior to Tuesday night's 
regular council session. 
Dates announced in the local 
media had been changed 
several times and were 
erroneous 

A hearing on the proposed 
center now is scheduled for 6 
p.m. Monday, Dec. 6, in the 
Venice council chambers 

Mayor Echols invited the 
public to attend the hearing 
and ‘make your feelings 
known. Whether a senior 
citizen's community center 
will be put here or not is 
solely up to you," he told 
those al the meeting, 

“That decision will be 
made by the public, not by 
the mayor, nor by the city 
council. So I advise you to be 
here Dec. 6 and make your 
feelings known.” 

Some opposition to the idea 
of using Community 
Development funds and 
block grant money to finance 
the center’s construction 
was voiced at a Nov. 16 
public hearing when the 
issue was tabled by the 
council, in a 5 to 2 vote, in

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3 indicted by U.S:; Weber seeking data

Time is running out on 
state prosecution of the three 
suspects in the August ab- 
duction of Dr. and Mrs. 
Hector Zevallos. 

Madison County State's 
Attorney Don -W. Weber 
voiced deep concern Wed- 
nesday ‘over federal 
authorities’ delay in 
providing information to his 
staff. 

He considers it important 
that the trio face state as 
well as federal charges, and 
says Dec. 16 is his unofficial 
deadline for reports that 
could serve as a basis for 
grand jury action 

Those who kidnapped the 
Zevalloses freed them eight 
days later after warning that 
‘the Hope Clinic for Women, 
Granite City, must be closed. 
It has remained open. 

A federal grand jury in 
East St. Louis issued a two- 
count indictment Monday, 
charging Don B. Anderson, 
Matthew M. Moore and 
Wayne A, Moore, all of 
‘Texas, with conspiring and 
attempting to obstruct in- 
terstate commerce by 
threats or violence. 

“I have no idea why 
Fedaral Bureau 
Investigation might be 
keeping information from 
my office,” Weber told the 
Press-Record. 

“Mr, Hess (U.S. Attorney 
Frederick Hess) has been 
open with me. He's doing his 
job as well as he can, con- 
sidering what the FBI has 
been doing. 

“] have no report from the 
FBI that says whether any 
defendants have made 
statements, that identifies 
anybody as a witness, or that 
even provides a date of birth 
for the suspects. 

“I don’t even have a report 
from the FBI with their 
correct names. I have never 
seen a case as significant as 
this handled in such a 
manner. 

“The FBI is the finest law 
enforcement agency in the 
country. They're also 
probably the biggest. They 
definitely are the finest. 

“T can’t understand—in an 
investigation ipvolving one 
of the most imjortant cases 
they have going—why they 
can't pry lose a secretary 
somewhere to do some 
Paperwort. 

“T've en told that the 
FBI just got behind in its 
paperwork, But I can’t 
believe—in a case of this 
magnitude—that they can't 
keep up with it.” 

Citing an unrelated case 
handled by his office, Weber 
said, “It moved ten times 
faster than this one, and we 
had the reports within three 
days. I don’t understand why 
this case has moved so 
slowly.” 

The abducted Madison 
County couple never was 
taken out of Illinois, 
eliminating the possibility of 
federal kidnapping charges. 

Weber would like to 
prosecute the suspects on 
state kidnapping allegations, 
but worries that the calendar 
may prevent this. 

“The way I read the 
statute, we might have 
trouble with two of the 
prosecutions. That's not 
absolute or insurmountable, 
but I want to avoid such a 
problem. 

“Dec. 16 is the last time 
this year that we can charge 
them, because that’s the last 
time the grand jury will 
meet."’ 

The ‘suspects are being 
held on $1 million bond each. 

The Zevalloses, former 
Granite Cityans, were ab- 
ducted Aug. 12 from the 
Country Club Estates sub- 
division and were freed Aug. 
20 after the gynecologist was 
warned to close the local 
clinic. 

At a news conference last 
in St. Louis, Dr 
Zevallos said, “‘Anti-abortign 
people... .can't forced 
clinics to close. My) 
colleagues around 
country and I will 
abandon our belief 
women’s right to choose safe 
abortions.” 

The last to be arrested, 
Anderson, 41, was captured 
Nov. 24 in Springfield, Ill, 
while hiding in the loft of a 
garage. A ..38-caliber han- 
dgun was confiscated. 

Those arrested Nov. ‘21 
were two brothers, Wayne 
Moore, 18, and Matthew 
Moore, 20. Wayne was ap- 
prehended in Springfield and 
Matthew in Houston.They 
and Anderson called 
themselves the Army of God.

An Army of God also has 
claimed that. it bombed 
clinics in Florida but no link 
has been established bet- 
ween the two groups. 

The trial is éxpected to be 
held. at the U.S. District 
Court in Alton, with Judge 
William Beatty of Granite 
City presiding. Judge Beatty 
issued arrest warrants prior 
to the trio being taken into 
custody. 

The basis of federal in- 
terest in the case is the U.S. 
governmentis responsibility 
to prevent extortion that 
affects interstate commerce 
and to prohibit use of in- 
terslale ‘facilities like high- 
ways or telephones to ad- 
vance a crimina] scheme. 

The only public ransom 
demand was for Pres 
Reagan to denounce abor- 
tions, but one of the trio took 
$60 from the doctor's wallet, 
asked if there was more 
money or:a safe in the 
Zevallos home, and said the 
kidnappers wanted $200,000 
to $300,000 

The doctor and his wife 
were blindfolded and held at 
an abandoned ammunition 
bunker near a cornfield at 
Illiopolis, 20 miles east of 
Springfield 

The men who abducted 
them at gunpoint criticized 
abortion and threatened to 
kill them 

Dr. Zevallos was forced to 
make a tape recording that 
was sent to police with a 44- 
page “‘epistle’’ using. biblical 
language. . ° 

Dr. Zevallos told reporters 
that the capture of the three 
shows that anti-abortion 
forces cannot achieve their 
goals with lawlessness. He 
had promised the trio he 
would close his clinic here in 
return for the couple's 
safety . 

Laura Moody, Hope Clinic 
executive director, said she 
-thinks the abduction has 
damaged the anti-abortion 
movement but has had no 
effect on the number of 
patients at the clinic. She 
said that while most who 
oppose abortion do not favor 
violence, use of ‘‘in- 
flammatory wording and

emotional propagranda” by 
some abortion foes may 
foster violent ‘acts. 

The three accused men are 
believed to have visited the 
Springfield area, where the 
Hope Clinic has advertised. 
They obtained Dr. Zevallos’ 
name from the clinic’ door, 
where all names have since 
been removed. 

In another new. develop- 
ment Wednesday, Special 
FBI Agent Jon Osgood 
testified at a federal court 
hearing in Springfield that 
Wayne Moore signed a 
written confession the day he 
was arrested, and that 
Wayne Moore named the 
other two suspects in his 
statement. 

U.S. Magistrate Charles 
Evans yesterday granted the 
government's request. to 
order the prisoner tran 
sferred from Springfield to 
the East St. Louis federal 
court district. 

Evans refused to 
Wayne Moore’s bond.

In a separate develop- 
ment, U.S. Attorney Hess 
said he will ask the,FBI to 
expedite forwarding of 
reports to Weber. He ‘noted 
that the case involves 
massive statements and 
reports. é 

Hess said he thinks’ state 
kidnapping charges can be 
filed since the federal 
government is not alleging 
kidnapping. 

Weber fears state 
prosecution may be 
precluded, not only due to 
the time’ element but 
because much of the state 
and federal cases may be 
similar, He wants. the 
background documentation 
as soon as possible in order 
to study it. 

The state's attorney notes 
that the suspects would’ be 
subject to 60-year prison 
terms if convicted of 
aggravated kidnapping by 
the state, compared with 
potential 20-year terms 
under the federal Hobbs Act.

attack ona woman attendant 
of a gasoline service station 
on Interstate 55 at Illinois 143 
near Marine. 

He also is charged with 
armed robberies July 28 at a 
Hamel motel located at I-55 
and Illinois Route 140 and 
Aug. 20 ata service station at 
I-70 and Illinois Route 4. 

Another charge links him 
with the armed robbery of a 
Trenton couple and St. Jacob 
child just before an Aug, 20 
robbery in which $9,949 was 
obtained from the Marine 
National Bank.

Legislature holds key 
to economic health 


By KEN WATSON 


SPRINGFIELD — Dur- 
ing the hard-fought gover- 
nor’s race both candidates 
were in agreement on one 
issue: Much needs to be 
done to restore Illinois’ 
economic health. 

Republican James 
Thompson and Democrat 
Adlai - Stevenson pledged 
that their first priority 
would be to intensify ef- 
forts to halt the drain of 
jobs from this state and to 
bring new ones in. 

Unfortunately, any gov- 
ernor’s good intentions are 
not good enough. Most of 
what he can-do in the job- 
winning field depends on 
the Legislature. The imme- 
diate outlook here is far 
from bright. 

The state's leading busi- 
ness -organization, the IIli- 
nois State Chamber of 
Commerce, has taken a 
pessimistic view of the out: 
come of the legislative 
races. In an election post- 
mortem, the ISCC state 
flatly that “Illinois busi- 
ness faces an uphill battle 
in the new 83rd Illinois 
General Assembly.” 

It noted “that out of 61 
Illinois House members 
who rate highly with busi- 
ness in the last session, 26 
lost their races. Further- 
more, 50 members who 
tended to vote against the 
business position on key 
bills were returned to their 
House seats. In the races 
for the state Senate, 26 
known friends of business 
were elected, and 28 legis- 
lators who generally do not 
support the business view- 
point are returning.” 

In contrast to the ISCC's 
unhappiness, its chief ad- 
versary — the state AFL- 
ClO — was virtually 
ecstatic over the election 
outcome. Said the unionists 
in their post-mortem: 
“While Governor Thomp- 
son retains a slim lead 
over his Democrat oppo- 
nent, Adlai Stevenson, it 
was clear that close to half 
of the Illinois voters ques- 
tioned his role as chief 
cheerleader in Illinois for 
President Reagan's eco- 
nomic policies while 
700,000 Illinois workers re- 
main unemployed.” 

The AFL-CIO this year 
was more closely linked 
with the Democratic cause 
than at any time in recent 
elections. All Democratic 
candidates for statewide 
offices were endorsed and 
so were virtually all the 
Democratic candidates for 
Congress and the Legisla- 
ture. 

The union people are 
understandably pleased 
about the Democrats’ 
wresting control of the Illi- 
nois House from the Re- 
publicans. The present 
lineup is 91 Republicans 
and 86 Democrats, but in 
January the Democrats 
will have it by a solid 70-48, 
Fifty-nine House seats 
were eliminated as a result 
of a constitutional amend«

ment adopted by the voters 
in 1980. In the Senate the 
Democrats increased their 
present scant one-vote 
margin to 33-26. 

Despite the big Demo- 
cratic edge, it remains to 
be seen whether labor will 
have the increased legisla- 
tive clout that the new 
party lineup might indi- 
cate. It has generally been 
believed that reduction of 
the size of the House would 
reduce the influence of or- 
ganized labor. 

Will the new members, 
many undoubtedly elected 
because of labor support, 
loyally follow the AFL-CIO 
line in voting on bills as 
was the case a few years 
back when union legisla- 
tive influence was at a 
peak? Nobody knows at 
this point. 

The ISCC is placing its 
hopes on legislators elect- 
ed for the first time as in- 
dependent incumbents. 
Says Lester Brann, ISCC 
president: “One thing that 
is clear from the prelimi- 
nary election returns on 
races for the state Legisla- 
ture is that, especially in 
the Illinois House, the key 
to votes on legislation af- 
fecting business will be 
held by 30 newcomers and 
15 incumbents who don’t 
follow any voting pattern.” 

What it is all building up 
to is another session-long 
tug-of-war between the 
state’s business organiza- 
tions, headed by the ISCC, 
and the union forces led by 
the AFL-CIO. 

The outcome could have 
a tremendous impact on 
the economic future of [lli- 
nois and the overall wel- 
fare of all its people. There 
are increasing indications 


that the long recession 
may be ending. Will Dlinois 
be able to participate in 
the hoped-for: upswing 
ahead? 

The question is far more 
than academic. For in- 
stance, there is still much 
to be done to bring Illinois 
workers’ compensation 
laws into closer conformity 
with other states, especial- 
ly those Midwestern states 
that have been siphoning 
away our jobs by the thou- 
sands. 

Despite continuing high 
unemployment, the unions 
appear determined to 
block any further revisions 
of the liberal compensation 
benefits achieved in the 
1975 legislative session 
under strongly pro-labor 
Gov. Dan Walker. 

With substantial help 
from Thompson, business 
and labor in recent years 
have made some progress 
in modifying these benefits 
to make Illinois more com- 
petitive with other states 
in the new business and 
jobs sweepstakes. But 
many companies still take 
a hard look at Illinois 
workers’ compensation and 

unemployment insurance 
costs and then take off for 
other states where those 
costs are lower.

State acts to protect 
from insolvent trusts 


Acting Insurance Director 
James W. Schacht pe 
pressed satisfaction with the 
success the Illinois 
Insurance Department, 
working in cooperation with 
the Attorney General's 
Office, has had in resolving 
the problems created by the 
rash of Multiple Employers 
Trust (MET) insolvencies. 

“The collapse of several 
multiple employers trusts 
became one of the leading 
consumer fraud problems in 
Illinois earlier this year,” 
Schacht said, ‘when literally 
thousands of working people 
who thought they had 
legitimate insurance 
coverage were left with no 
benefits and huge unpaid 
medical bills."" 

“Through the efforts of an 
inter-agency Insurance 
Trust Fraud Unit, which was 
created earlier this year by 
former Director Philip R. 
O’Connor and Attorney 
General Ty  Fahner,’”’ 
Schacht told a.meeting of the 
National Association of 
Insurance Commissioners, 
“we have put four of these 
insolvent self-funded health 
care trusts out-of-business or 
forced them to cease doing 
business in Illinois, and have 
succeeded in arranging 
payment of almost all of the 
outstanding claims left 
unpaid the collapse of these 
trusts.” 

Schacht praised the work 
of Assistant Director 
Richard W. Carlson, who has 
directed the work of the 
fraud unit since its inception, 
and all of the insurance 
investigators and attorneys 
who have worked hard to 
unravel and resolve the 
complex problems caused by 
these operations. 

“I think it is absolutely 
outstanding,’’ Schacht said, 
“that to our knowledge no 
illinois resident insured by 
one of these failed trusts will 
have lost any benefits, and 
that more than $750,000 in 
unpaid hospital and other 
medical expenses have, with 
the cooperation and 
assistance of several 
reputable insurance ,com- 
panies, been settled.” 

Utilizing a loophole in the 
federal Employee 
Retirement Income Security 
Act of 1974 (ERISA), 
Schacht said a number of 
entrepreneurs who promoted 
trust arrangements offering 
health care benefits cleverly 
side-stepped state regulation 
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and certification by claiming 
to be an ERISA-exempt 
MET. 

“While it seems these 
schemes have always 
ultimately been found by the 
U.S. Department of Labor 
not to be legitimate em- 
ployee benefit plans under 
the ERISA law,” Schacht 
said, ‘the operators of these 
phony trusts have, until this 
past year, been able to hide 
behind their self-proclaimed 
status as an ERISA trust 
because the U.S. Labor 
Department requires no 
prior approval or cer- 
tification before that entity 
can begin selling its in- 
surance program.’’ 

Schacht also thanked 
Governor Thompson and the 
General Assembly for 
responding so quickly to the 
problem posed by the 
collapse of these multiple 
employer trusts. 

Illinois became the first 
state in the nation to approve 
model legislation on the 
subject adopted by the 
National Association of 
Insurance Commissioners in 
June of this year. Signed into 
law as Public Act 82-1005 on 
Sept. 17, 1982, this legislation 
establishes a presumption 
that the Illinois Insurance 
Department has jurisdiction 
over any person or entity 
providing health care 
benefits in Illinois, unless it 
can prove that it is subject to 
regulation by another 
government agency. This 
new law also was adopted as 
a model for all states by the 
Conference of Insurance 
Legislators earlier this 
month at its annual con- 


. vention, 


“We will continue to 
search for and take action 
against any'self-funded, self- 
proclaimed MET which does 
not qualify as a legitimate 
ERISA trust,’’ Schacht 
declared, ‘‘and the ad- 
ditional statutory authority 
granted by the legislature in 
June will greatly assist us in 
moving against these 
unauthorized insurers. 

“Now we will be able to 
move immediately to stop 
any fraud being perpetuated 
by one of these insurance 
trusts without having to 
engage in a _ lengthy 
jurisdictional dispute, 

“‘Without the monetary 
benefits which can be 
skimmed as a result of these 
delaying tactics, we believe 
there will be no financial 
incentive left to establish 
any more of these trusts in 
Illinois.” 

Schacht revealed that the 
Illinois Department 
periodically continues to 
uncover these insolvent 
trusts, and presently is? 
working with the Indiana 
Insurance Department 
concerning an Indiana trust, 
Indpendent* Group Trust, 
which recently’ became 
insolvent. This was business 
which was preyiously in two 
predecessor trusts, Midwest 
Medical Trust and National 
Services Association Group, 
and is a good example of how 
this business is often ‘‘rolled 
over” from one trust to 
another as each trust 
becomes insolvent or in- 
surance investigators: begin 
closing in. 

Schacht reminded any 
company, administrator, 
agent or broker which sells, 
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supports or administers 
coverage which is not fully 
insured or otherwise fully 
covered by a company 
authorized to do business in 
Illinois that under the new 
Illinois law they must advise 
any purchaser, prospective 
purchaser or covered person 
of the lack of such insurance. 

“We are proud of our 
accomplishments and serve 
notice on anyone associated 
with one of these self- 
insured, self-proclaimed 
MET'’s that we will not relax 
our vigilance,” Schacht said. 

Schacht joined with other 
insurance commissioners 
from around the country in 
urging the Congress to pass 
HR 6462, the Earlenborn- 
Burton Bill, which amends 
ERISA to explicitly 
authorizes the states to 
assume the presumption of 
jurisdiction over METs until 
the plan has received cer; 
tification from the U.S: 
Department of Labor. Any. 
plan without such cere. 
tification would be:subject to 
all aspects of  staté 
regulation.

, about the way he computed his tax 
returns, but won all the arguments. 

Like his father and uncle, Jerry 
Maeras also chose governmental 
service, but on a lesser scale. ‘He held 
the elective post of Venice Township 
tax collector in 1973-81. . 

Continuing the realty and insurance 
firm founded by the late mayor, but 
with dwindling volume in the 1970s, he 
spent considerable time at his service 
station and became active in church 
groups. 

His early life had included rowdy 
times. 

He smoked big cigars, making him 
Took more mature than his years, and 
he tried to live up to an image he felt 
was appropriate for the municipality's 
“first family."’ But he was not always 
successful at it. 

Then, bolstered by his religious faith, 
Jerry Maeras seemed to be living a 
more sedate life in recent years.

—Failed to report $18,000 in interest 
from the loan in his 1977 and 1978 in- 
come tax returns. 

—Reported nearly $40,000 in interest 
received in 1979 and 1980, while giving 
half, of it to Brimberry. 

—Followed the suggestions and 
timing of a man he may have regarded 
as a securities ‘tmastermind,”’ 
Brimberry, in transferring assets 
between brokerages and financial 
institutions. 

—Acted in cooperation with Brim- 
berry, Massa and Diane Skinner, 
another of the defendants, to im- 
plement some of the transactions 

As Ronald Kane, a U.S. Securities 
and Exchange Commission attorney, 
read the allegations against him 
Monday, Maeras responded, “Yes, sir, 
they are,’’ when asked if the facts were 
the same as had been outlined. 

Attorneys present told U.S. District 
Judge William L. Hungate that the 
admission of guilt was part of an 
agreement with prosecutors not to 
charge Maeras or his family with any 
other illegal actions, in exchange foy 
“full and complete cooperation on other 
matters." 

The prosecutors said in court this fall 
that they are reconsidering their initia] 
agreement with Brimberry, based on 
new developments.

Under the pact, the severest sentence

recognizance bond. He was represented 
in court this week by David V. Capes, 
who is serving as-one of his two at- 
torneys. The other is a Madison County 
lawyer, John Gitchoff. 

Capes predicted that Maeras’ 
cooperation will focus added attention 
on the scope of Brimberry’s role. 

Maeras and Brimberry have been 
pictured as friends who had a 
disagreement last year shortly, before 
Brimberry decided to tell federal 
authorities about the large-scale looting 
of funds. Brimberry already was under 
investigation for unpaid income taxes. 

Officials agreed to a relatively light 
sentence for Brimberry in return for his 
information, which they felt assured 
success of their investigation. 

During the time since the brokerage 
was ordered into receivership by a 
federal court, a trustee and several 
agencies have had a chance to sort out 
virtually all of what took place at Stix in 
the Jate 1970s and early 1980s. 

They took their time, in an effort to do 
a thorough job, and the first in- 
dictments were issued this fall. 

Capes said Monday that Maeras has 
provided the U.S. with substantial 
information about Brimberry’s ac- 
tivities. 

A former assistant U.S. attorney in 
St. Louis, Capes blames Brimberry for 
“using” Maeras. He says that 
“everything was done under Brim- 
berry’s direction” and that it is possible 
“the 1981 deal will fall flat,”’ subjecting 
Brimberry to broader scrutiny 

Handling the prosecution along with 
Kane is Terry Adelman. The former 
conceded Monday that Maeras ‘‘did a 
lot of things under the direction of Tom 
Brimberry" and the latter prosecutor 
emphasized that he regards Brimberry 
as ‘‘a principal” in the case.

Bigger-scale thefts then 
followed, he admits. 

—Massa, an attorney, started buying 
Stix stock and within a few years had 
acquired majority control by investing 
nearly $1 million; simultaneously, 
Brimberry began his rise toward major 
operating responsibilities at the 
brokerage.

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When it’s cold, 
bundle up; add 
clothing layers 


By GERALDINE BOWER 

Area Extension Adivser 

In many parts of Illinois 
last winter, the ther- 
mometers had never read so 
low. Ever. 

If the coming winter even 
comes close to being as cold 
as last year’s record- 
shattering weather, it will 
take some wise bundling to 
stay warm and healty. 

The secret to cold-weather 
clothing is layering. Several 
thin, loose-fitting layers are 
much more effective than 
one big, bulky layer. 

For instance, the Army's 
arctic clothing consists of 
seven layers above the waist 
and six layers below. P 

When several layers are 
worn, air becomes trapped 
between layers and is 
warmed by the body’s heat. 
The heated air then serves as 
insulation, 

This insulation factor also 
is the reason why. layers 
should be loose, not close- 
fitting. Tightly fitting clothes 
do not allow room to trap air. 

When it comes to cold- 
weather comfort, loosely 
woven fabrics are more 
effective than tightly woven 
fabrics, and natural fabrics 
are better than synthetic 
fabrics. Natural fabrics, 
such as cotton and especially 
wool, hold up best When wet. 

Actually, down ig the best. 
insulating material pound 
for pound, but it tends to 
become matted when wet 
and doesn’t provide the 
needed warmth. 

There is one exception to 
the rule that loosely woven 
fabrics are superior’ to 
tightly woven fabrics: The 
outer layer of clothing should 
be tightly woven, as well as 
water resistant. 

That way, the. outer layer 
can shelter you from both 
wind and water. Water- 
logged cloth can conduct 
cold to the body an estimated 
240 times faster than .dry 
clothes. 

Cold usually sets in at the 
extremeties first, because‘as 
we get cold, blood vessels, 
narrow. Heat is conserved 
within the torso — the most 
critical part of the body to 
keep warm. 

That's why feet and 
fingers are the parts most 
likely to feel the cold first. 

For the hands, mittens are 
better than gloves due to less 
surface area around the 
fingers, For the feet, wear 
warm wool socks and 
waterproof boots. 

Finally, for the head, those 
decorative knitted wool cape . 
will collect snow, so wear 
caps made of water- 
repellent cloth with ,wool . 
lining if you will be outside 
for long periods of time, 

A hat is more critical than 
one might suppose, because 
you can loose up to 50 per- 
cent of your body” heat 
through your head. There’s 
truth in the old adage, 
“When your feet are cold, 
put on your hat,”

Rainfall in late November 
put an end to most outdoor 
gardening in Southwestern 
Illinois. 

This means that soil 
moisture is in good shape 
under the fruif plants and all 
we need for fruit blossoms 
next spring is a good winter. 

Itappears that most plants 
have hardened off 
satisfactorily and can sur- 
vive normal winter con- 
ditions. 

‘The freeze-up will be forth- 
coming soon and only the 
final touches need to be done. 
Fall plowing or spading of 
the vegetable garden can 
still be done so as to get an 
earlier start next spring. 

Pruning of apple and pear 
trees could be done now. But 
unless time problems are 
forseen in the spring, it’s 
best to leave this task until 
late February or March. 

All stone fruit tree pruning 
should wait until winter is 
past, to prevent cold injury 
to newly pruned trees. 

Strawberries should be 
mulched to prevent cold 
injury to'the crown and also 
to prevent heaving of the 
plants by freezing and 
thawing. 

Any new planting of trees 
or small fruits should also 
have the root zone mulched 
to prevent the alternate 
freezing and thawing 
damage 

Fruit plantings should be 
protected from potential 
mouse and rabbit damage 
Repellent paints, 
mechanical guards, baits, 
and trapping stations are 
ways to avoid rodent 
damage 

Finally, winterize your 
equipment. All engines 
should have the oil changed, * 
carburetor drained, and 
moving parts lubricated 

Drain water from 
sprayers, Clean and oil all 
hand equipment, and you 
will be ready for gardening 
in 1983,

Swedist authorities visit 
Talbot Hall for suggestions 


By MARIE McKINSEY

Swedish-born Monica Getz 
is a woman with a mission. 
She’s out to help the people of 
her country kick the alcohol 
and drng habit. 

During a recent visit to 
Talbot Hall, St. Elizabeth 
-MedicalCenter’s chemical 
deperidency treatment unit, 
Mrs.Getz explaind that 
Sweden is 30 years behind 
the United States ‘in ' the 
treatment of chemical 
abuse. ‘Alcoholism and drug 
abuse are serious problems 
in Sweden, and _ these 
problems are very costly in 
terms of lives, family 
relatidnships and tax 
money,” she said. 

As Swedish liaison to the 
United States on alcohol and 
drug abuse, Mrs. Getz has 
more than a passing interest 
in the subject. She has 
studied the problem since 
1969, She represents the 
Carnegie Foundation in 
Sweden, an organization 
involved in prevention 
programs. She serves on the 
board of directors of 
Oddessey House Inter- 
national a drug 

> rehabilitation program, and 
the Westchester Council on 
Alcoholism, both in New 
York. 

Mrs. Getz also has 
traveled extensively in the 
United States, studying 

: treatment programs. She 

- gives lectures to Swedish 
physicians on the treatment 
of alcoholism and drug abuse 
and enourages them to come 
with her to the United States 
to visit American treatment 
facilities, 

On her visit to Talbot Hall, 
she was accompanied by Dr. 
Johan Liljenberg, director of 
alcoholism treatment at 
Huddinge Hospital in 
Huddinge, Sweden. One of 
the reasons they chose to 
visit ‘Talbot is because it is 
patterned after the Hazelden 
Foundation treatment 
“program in Minnesota — a 
program that Mrs. Getz feels 
is. one of the most effective in 

. the world. 
Mrs... Gets and = Dr 
- Liljenberg }also were in- 
terested in the Talbot 
program because it. is 
located ity an area that is 
very similar to Huddinge in 
terms of population and 
industry. The visit to Talbot 
* enabled them to see how the 
, Hazelden approach could 
work in Huddinge. 

Mrs. Getz is optimistic 
about the success that 
Hazelden-type treatment 
eénters could have in 
,Swedén. Sweden’s neigh- 
boring country, Iceland, 
adopted the Hazelden plan 
some years ago, with 
gratifying results. 

“Ieeland’s problem was 
just as serious as Sweden's is 
now,”’ Mrs. Getz said. ‘Until 
a group of Icelanders formed 


a program called ‘Airlift to 
Recovery.’ This program 
provided transportation to 
the Hazelden Center for 
treatment.” 

The results of the. Airlift 
‘program were very good. So 
good, in fact, that the 
country of Iceland adopted 
the Hazelden method and 
now has its own treatment 
facilities. Mrs. ‘Getz hopes 
that Sweden also will begin 
an Airlift program and 
eventually develop treat- 
ment centers, as Iceland did. 

Although Sweden may be 
behind the U.S. in the 
development of treatment 
programs, Mrs. Getz said 
that Sweden has a much 
better prevention program. 
“Sweden has much stricter 
legislation against drunk 
driving. There is also a ‘non- 
advertising’ campaign, 
severely. restricting ad- 
vertisements for alcohol and 
tobacco.”' The result of these 
measures has been a 
significant drop in the 
consumption of these items, 
she said. 

“There al’o was a very 
thorough study done on 
school children when it was 
discovered that children 
were getting involved in 
drinking at younger ages 
The study found that these 
children were getting their 
supply of alcohol in their own 
homes.’' In some cases, 
children were pilfering from 
their parents’ liquor cabinets 
without their parents 
knowledge. The rationale 
was that “I know they'll 
drink anyway, so I'd rather 
they do it at home where 
they are safer.” 

When it was pointed out to 
parents that their children 
probably could not get 
alcohol réadily outside their 
homes, the myth that 
“they'll do it anyway" was 
exploded. 

“Attitudes changed,"’ Mrs. 
Getz said. ‘‘Parents saw it as 
a very irresponsible thing to 
allow their children to have 
alcohol or to leave alcohol 
around carelessly where 
their children would have 
access to it without being 
detected.” Change in at- 
titude and parental behavior 
has made a definite dif- 
ference in alcohol use among 
children, she said. 


Beyond enacting and 
enforcing stronger 
legislation, Mrs. Getz said 
that the Swedish government 
is setting. an example for the 
people. “‘At state functions 
now, hard liquor is no longer 
served," she said. 


This strong prevention 
campaign appears to be 
quite effective. Individuals 
in Sweden who have not 
developed alcohol or drug 
problems are less likely to 
use and, therefore, abuse 
these substances. For those 
who have already fallen 
victim to alcohol or drug

addiction, help is on its way. 
“It’s like a puzzle; all we 
need is that one missing 
piece,” Mrs, Getz explained, 
“the treatment piece."
